Plain but Pregnant Facts. 



In his admirable Iitfcleljioo3£i-''!l?r6m 
Ocean to Ocean"— Mr.Granfc makes 
rrepeated allusion to •what at once 
struck his obsorvniit mind as an im- 
poverishing process going on in British 

sKoiiid i:e rSiSljaP*^Iia alludiiig to this 
condition, in connection |ifij|i^^anni- 
' liio, he indulged in tlie^^ following ve- 
fleofcions:— "If this state of things con- 
tinues, oven tbowgh the mining popu- 
lation of Vancouver's Isliiud iuoreuae 
ten-fold iu aw many years, most of the 
■n'ealthwill be sent out of tlie country, 
as was the gold of Cariboo, and the 
country in the end -ivill be as poor ns 
over." That Mr. Grant hit the true 
cause of that langour and iiuthrift bo 
long deplored in this Province, seeiiiH 
scarcely open to question. The sub- 
ject is far from new in these columiLs; 
and yet it is one upon which the public 
journalist as well as the political 
economist must "agitate, agitato," un- 
til a remedy be applied. The reader 
is invited to examine a few figures, ta. 
ken from the Customs Returns for the 
fiscal year ending 30th Juno 1873.

■ !,;.If itwere not for fear of tiring the 
reader ,witti an array of figures, ,we 
could show that the above startling 
sum is almost entirely made up of such 
commodities as this country is admi- 
rably fitted to produce. Is it any 
wonder British Columbia is poor? Is 
it any wonder that she is getting poor- 
er and poorer, year by year ? Half a 
million a year which ought to find its 
way into the jiockets of domestic in- 
dustry, sent out of the country, and 
sent out of it to strengthen and enrich 
producers wlio are rivals to our own ! 
Just think of thi.'j astounding fact, iu 
all its bearings. Why, it is .scarcely 
second in point of real, practical im- 
portance to the railway itself. It seems 
scarcely necessary that we should stop 
to i)oiut out the beneficial consequen- 
ces to the couatiy of that half milliou 
retained and omi>loyed iu reproductive 
industries. These are matters that 
must I'eadily occur to the reader's re- 
flection. ^. The .beaetlts are, in fact, too 
,B,elf-evident to need pointing out. 
'Htiving thus briefly adverted to one of 
the chief causes of British Columbia's 
sickness, let us oii'er a few thoughts 
respecting the remedy. Mr. Grant, iu 
his work already referred, to, touches 
this -wht'en he speaks of the • singular 
absence "Bf any practical efftfrtto settle 
the agricultural lands. There are still 
those who cliug to the idea of "Pro- 
tectiou" as a i-emedy; but, however 
much may be said iu favor of that 
theory, any consideration of a remedy 
foiT'the^ present practically beyond our 
reach, would be ill bestowed. Indeed, 
if one might be permitted to judge by 
the conduct of the solf-constituted 
champion of the cause. Protectionists 
themselves have but liCtl^taith in tl;ieir 
nostrum. Lotus look for something 
more^practical ^nd, available. In so 
'far aS' agricultural productions proper 
are concerned, there can Ijo no doubt 
whatever that wo sliaU best ju'omote 
self sui)ply by i)romotiug production 
and facilitating.. co.mmaoiaation with 
the principal markets'"'" by'means of 
roads, bridges, and the like: and, iu 
any case, such would constitute ouo 
of tlio first duties of the Government.

It 
will bo observed that a very largo purti<ju 

■ (upwards of $150,000) of tlie-goMen out- 
flow by wliich the fatal work of im- 
poverislnuoiit is bt^iiig aocompliahed, falls 
under tlio hoail oi unimaU, the greater 
part of which meaua. hpef cuttlo; and thi.s 
IS tlio part of the uub'jbct with which wc 
d^slro more particularly to' deal just 
nowj Stock farming, constitutesi at the 
prosaqtitlnne .time Hta.e.>obief < iutjir^Bt be- 
yond the Oasondes; It fa Only a few days 
since wo pointed out the grievous diend- 
vantages under which that inteiost i.s 
struggling, arising from undue, unequal 



falling upon the pasto.i-al, interests of the 
interior. But there is another and moat 
oissentinl ingredient in the i:emedy for 
this beef disease; and thnt is, means of ac- 
cess to the principal nmrkcts. , Upon this 
point we have only Uftroomto touch very 
lightly. There is oven now a plethoiii 
of beef beyond the Cascades; and 
yet this, the chief, community onts 
foroigu boof, partly Ijeoau.so of thi; 
■lilliculty, wo might almost say imposui 
bility, (if moving thf domestic article tn 
the seaboard. Thanks to the railway' sur- 
vey, rather than to tbo local government, 
one avenue IS now being ojioncd by way 
of Howe Sound. But the Province" must 
not rest content with that. The more 
southerly grass ranges of Ivandoops, 
Okanntfou and Semilkmeen must bo 
drained_dowu the valley of the Lower 
r\u»4M;'4«-^i^|i^Mt^oibfarmers beyond the 
Ciiscftdes need an ontlist; they have a mo- 
ral and equitable right to it. The people 
oit the seaboard want the beef and mut- 
ton on bunch-grass fed; and the conutry 
want.s to retain the enormous sum.'i an- 
nually going away to pay for an inferior 
foreign article. The Government have, 
then, power to accomplish all this, and 
tttai) lunonnt of e.xpenelituro positivelj* 
con{omi)tible, viowoil iu the lip;ht. of . re-, 
sult,s. ^yilI they use that power, ' 
stop this ruinous drain? 

A Postal Grievance- 

Tlie . principal coiumunities 0;n Bumrd 
Inlet nave got a grievance, and "we are in- 
clined to think it is a gouuino- article. It 
is thiS:— To Mr. B.W. Lewis was awarded 
the coh tract for d doily mail service be- 
tween New WestminSfer indL Hastings, on 
the south side of Burrard Inlet. Now, 
Hnsting.s is the meretorminus of the road, 
the principal commiinitio.sboiDgnt Moody- 
villo, on the opposite side of the Inlet, 
and at Hastings Mill, about three miles 
down the Inlet. The very object of the 
mail service between New Westminster 
and Hastings, is^ to^.,accommodate ^hese 
and smaherilfoii&^iinitios/on, and conti- 
guous to Burrardlnlet. Yet, strange to say, 
it^stops some three miles short of them, al- 
though a daily ferry would, we arc in- 
formed, carry the mails for li.Tlf the sum 
it costs to bring thonito — "nowhere." A3 
the matter now stand.s, the people receiv- 
ing letters are compelled to imy a "bit" 
on eac.h in order to have them conveyed 
from Hastings to the twoprinoipalcisntres 
of population. Surely this cannot bo 
right. We invite the attention of the Pos- 
tal antliorities at Ottawa to this matter; 
and when we state that tbo Ferryman 
stands ready to undertake the branch ser- 
vice for the trifling sum of 8250 a year, 
we fear it.will bo thought that wo have 
made much of a very small matter. It 
would not do, however, to make the above 
mentioned unm tlie gauge of the grie- 
vance. Probably t lie con veninnco of from 
six to eiglit hundred jiersons is eonei.'i'iied; 
and one can very reailily understand hovr 
vexatious tho present state of the case 
must be. "Wo call attention to this mat- 
ter with the fullest confidence that it will 
bo promptly remedied by the Pederal au- 
thorities.

It is no very good symptom either of 
men or of nations that they indulge too 
(nuch in.prediotion or visionary sjjeeula- 
tio'ni ' The present business of this Pro- 
vince is r.otto dream of what they fondlv 
h op tijit j)'} 'la^realized , Sxjr|d:^ fJM'^ifii ly 
lie.'} .if'a distaiie'b, but'to m' wfUi°i2 will, 
and at once, what clearly lies at hand. 
That jieople alone deserve to succeed 
whoso [U'inciple it is to conclude what- 
ever they unilertake — -that, lot them engage 
in any task, no matter whatits difliculties, 
or how small its worth, not to quit it till 
they have mastered its whole secret, lin- 
inhed it, and made the result of it benefi- 
cial to themselves, and, if possible, to 
maiikiiid. If this proposition bo true, it 
is equally true that the greatest service 
whiefi a politician can render to this 
country in her jirc-ent difliculties, is to 
be candid and truthful. That tho 
public mind is very much exercised by 
what they consider the bad faith of Cana- 
da, will .hardly he disputed. The con- 
tract made by British Columbia and'th'e 
Doniihtori 'wiis in the nature of a 'Treaty, 
solemn and binding, by v.'hioh this Pro- 
vince, in consideration of the eensLrnc- 
timi of a trans-continentid railway — and a 
lev,- other minor matters,— agreed to fuse 
her political idenlity with that of C!aiiada, 
and to convey about 50,000,000 pr (10,000,- 
iKii) acres of land, assign the whole of her 
thistoinsj duties (equal to about 8350,000 
per aunuiii,) end to submit to a very 
lieavy exc-isii or '■Inland" IJevenue. 

The fiillilment of our part of the con- 
tract has been exacted in all its integrity. 
Two years have elapsed from tho date fif 
the Union, yet Canada has not carried 
out her agreement, oven ■^vith resppet to 
minor matters, Kueh as fhe completlbu of 
a few 2)ublic buildings. 

But the lioiiii Jiilt: commencement of tho 
Railway, which was made a sine ijita iioii, 
and upon -which our hope and trust dc- 
liended, and compared .with which every 
other oonditioii in the contract sinks into 
'itter insignificance, has not been com- 
menced in the spirit and sense in whioh 
wb were reasonably justified in expecting 
it would bo; and the natural result is 
general distrust and dissatisfaction — the 
sap and root of trade killeil, and a wide- 
lipread tenor among traders and farmers, 
which has travelled with tho rajjidily of 
au epidemic from Victoria to Ciiriboo. 
Contracts made bet'.voen nations are the 
same as contriicts uiade between individu- 
als, and the, theory, "that it is.the.'dnty pf 
thb weakest to quietly submit to the in- 
justice of the strongest," is radically 
wrong and altogether' indefensible upon 
every priueijile of moral and natural 
right. It is not the desire, however, of 
this Province to he testy and quarrelsome 
with Canada; but it is her duty to firmly 
.loniand that thoTerips bf Confedoration 
shall be carried out iti their entirety, and 
to insist on tho immediate comuience- 
incnt of work for the construction of tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway. II.B.T.
